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INTRODUCTION 


This volume contains a translation from the Latin of three 
documents concerning Bolton priory: a rental drawn up by the canons 
of Bolton in 1473; an inventory taken at Bolton on the day of the 
Dissolution of the house, 28th January 1539; and the extensive 
Ministers’ Accounts which provide a rental of the priory’s estate in 
the year of its suppression, 1538-39. 


Rental, 1473. (Chatsworth MS., 69E) 


With other Bolton material and with the vast portion of the 
monastery’s estate, this presumably fell into the hands of the Cliffords 
at the Dissolution, eventually passing through the Boyles (Earls of 
Burlington) to the Cavendish family, and it remains one of the Duke 
of Devonshire’s manuscripts, housed at Chatsworth. 


It is a slim volume consisting of one quire of 8 folios, measuring 
102 in. by 84 in., and foliated in arabic numerals, probably in the 17th 
century. The material is vellum, and the script is in faded dark-brown 
ink, with totals sometimes omitted and on other occasions added ina 
lighter ink. On f. 7 and f. 8 the writing becomes extremely faded and 
at times illegible. The rental ends at f. 8, with f. 8Y unused. The docu- 
ment was bound, or re-bound, this century with the arms of the 9th 
Duke of Devonshire inside the cover. A single sheet of paper is 
attached to the front fly-leaf on which is written in an 18th century 
hand: “This Book Contains the Account of Expenses touching the 
Monastery of St. Marys In Bolton from the year 1288’, a note 
obviously referring not to the Rental but to the Bolton Compotus, the 
volume of accounts of the monastery, the first dated account being 
1287-88.1 


Although the opening words of the document describe it as a 
‘rental of all rents and farms of . . . blessed Mary of Bolton’, it is in 
fact only a partial rental. There is no mention of the priory estates 
in and around Harewood, in Holderness, or in the Dearne valley, even 
though these estates remained in Bolton’s possession until the Disso- 
lution, as their inclusion in the 1538-39 Ministers’ Accounts proves. 
The rental was concerned only with those estates of the house which 
lay in Craven, omitting the ones outside that area. This probably 
reflects some administrative division within the house, for the Bolton 
Coucher Book, a 16th century chartulary of the priory, also kept at

Inventory, 1539. (Public Record Office, SC/6/Hen. VIII, 7452) 


This is enrolled, in a characteristic Exchequer hand, among 
similar documents of several other northern monasteries, the Bolton 
section covering membrane 20-204. It takes the form of an account 
rendered by William Blithman, the king’s receiver for most of the 
Bolton estate. He answers for the sale of goods and movables found 
in the chambers and buildings of the monastery, for grain and live- 
stock found on the home farm, and for the weight of bells,? lead and 
gold and silver plate, all of which were reserved for the king’s use and 
not sold. An interesting section lists the outstanding debts owed to 
the house at its suppression, altogether amounting to £269 7s. ld. 
Unfortunately, we are not informed of the extent of the priory’s own 
indebtedness; by an agreement, the prior had discharged the king of 
payment of the house’s debts.? The discharge side of the account con- 
tains the distribution of allowances to the prior and convent, and pay- 
ments ranging from 15s. to 1s. 8d. to 61 priory servants. 


Ministers’ Accounts, 1538-39. Public Record Office, SC/6/Hen. VIII, 
4542) 


This is again enrolled in an Exchequer hand, covering 9 mem- 
branes, and consisting of the accounts of several ministers responsible 
for collecting the rents on the Bolton estate between Michaelmas 1538 
(before the final surrender of the house) and Michaelmas 1539. It 
contains a complete rental of the entire estate for that year, and accu- 
rately represents the rental value of the property as it was handed over 
to the Crown. Four other sets of Ministers’ Accounts of the Bolton 
estate survive in the Public Record Office: SC/6/Hen. VIII, 4543, 
4544, 4545, 4567 for the following years, 1539-43, but these add 
nothing that is not in the document printed below, and of course the 
rental value of the estate diminished as the various properties were 
sold and alienated. 


The main value of the rentals is that they describe the structure 
of Bolton priory’s estate at two dates (1473 and 1538-39) within the 
last three-quarters of a century of the house’s existence. Comparison 
of the documents leads to some conclusions on the development 
of the estate within this period, especially regarding rent movement.

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But fortunately at Bolton we can carry the story back beyond 1473 by 
using additional sources not printed here. Two of these sources we 
have already encountered: the Bolton Compotus, a manuscript book 
of the priory accounts from 1286 to 1325, and the Bolton Coucher 
Book, the 16th century chartulary of the house’s property. The 
Coucher enables us to trace the growth of the estate, and the accounts 
provide valuable evidence of the rental income of the monastery in the 
late 13th and early 14th century. Although the gap between the final 
account (1324-25) and the 1473 rental is a large one, comparison of 
rents is instructive, and furthermore, a little intermediary evidence is 
supplied in MS. Dodsw. 92 (Bodleian Library, Oxford), ff. 89-92v, 
which contains the partial transcript made in September 1646 of ‘an 
auncient faire written Rentall’ drawn up at Pentecost 1340 by Prior 
Robert of Harton. Unfortunately for our purposes, Dodsworth was 
primarily concerned with genealogical details and transcribed little 
beyond descriptions of the canons’ land-holdings, which we already 
know from other sources. This is a pity because this rental was ori- 
ginally fuller than that of 1473, covering the entire estate. The com- 
pilers of the later rental had Prior Harton’s document before them, 
and still relied on his valuations of some of their Appletreewick 
property. 

For the 16th century, useful subsidiary documents exist in the 
so-called Paper Survey, the draft extent in English of the home farm 
and value of spiritualities, made in 31 Henry VIII (1539-40), and a 
portion, concerning Malhamdale, of the draft rental drawn up at the 
Dissolution? A final valuable source is an elaborate estate 
map of Bolton and Storiths, dated 1732, the only map which survives 
before the Ordnance Survey, and giving an excellent array of field- 
names for comparison with the written survey of 1538-39.8 


Growth of the Estate 


The Ministers’ Accounts describe the estate of Bolton priory in 
1538-39, just before its disintegration.* This estate was the product of 
over four centuries of development and growth, through gift and 
purchase, commencing in 1120 when Cecily de Rumilly and her hus- 
band, William Meschin, notified Archbishop Thurstan that they had 
granted to Reginald the prior the church of Holy Trinity of Skipton 
with its chapel of Carleton and with all appurtenances and the whole vill 
of Embsay ‘to found therefrom a church of canons regular’.> From the 
beginnings of the Order, spiritualities played a notable réle in the 
economies of Austin canons’ houses, and Bolton was no exception. 
For the gift of ‘the whole vill of Embsay’ has significance which is not

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apparent in the charter; it was in fact, as the 1473 Rental makes clear, 
granted as the glebe of Skipton church (Skipton itself being the seat 
of the Rumilly Honour and retained in demesne), and the priory was 
established at Embsay on church land. The sustenance of the first 
canons of Embsay was, therefore, provided entirely by spiritualities — 
glebe and tithe — for there can be no doubt that Skipton church was 
owned in its fullest sense from the beginning. Embsay remained the 
home of the convent until 1155 when the transfer to Bolton was 
effected by Alice de Rumilly, daughter of the original founders,? 
the former conventual church at Embsay remaining as a parochial 
chapel to Skipton. 


The endowment by the foundress and her husband was pitifully 
slender and relatively few gifts of land followed in the 12th century. 
Nowhere does one see at Bolton the generous endowment and flood 
of early donations which firmly established other Yorkshire Augus- 
tinian priories — Nostell, Guisborough, Bridlington, Kirkham, 
Newburgh — and each of these was situated in more fertile and respon- 
sive farming terrain. The position of the house was certainly improved 
by some useful and active land acquisition in the 13th century, by 
which the priory obtained Halton, Ingthorpe and Marton in addition 
to consolidating land in Cononley, Storiths and elsewhere, but in the 
early years of the Compotus the financial position of the house was 
still unstable. 


During the period covered by the accounts, 1286 to 1325, 
several important property acquisitions were made, apart from smaller 
land purchases, and the estate was considerably extended and consoli- 
dated under the direction of John of Laund, the notable prior of 
Bolton throughout all these years. The three most valuable acquisi- 
tions were those of the manor of Appletreewick in 1300 (followed by 
consolidating purchases until 1318),2 the manor of Holmpton 
(Holderness) in 1307,4 and the appropriation of Long Preston church 
in 1304.5 The property purchases in Appletreewick cost the priory, 
in the years of the accounts, around £450 and a similar amount was 
paid in sum for the Holmpton estate; the cost of Preston church could 
be estimated at around £300. The money was well spent, however; 
apart from the increase in the capital value of the estate, this invest- 
ment and other estate exploitation helped to raise the total real current 
income of the house in cash, which at the start of the accounts had 
been under £200, to over £450 a year in the decade 1305 to 1315. 


The estate as John of Laund left it was practically complete. 
Only two major property acquisitions were made in the last two cen- 
turies of the house’s existence: the appropriations of Harewood

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church in 1353 and Broughton church in 1442-43.1 Apart from two 
15th century alienations — of the manor of Ryther, near Tadcaster, 
and part of the Holmpton property,? this is the extent of the estate as 
we see it in the rentals of 1473 and 1538-39. 


Geographically, the estate was centred on Craven, where the 
priory itself was situated. (See Map 1.) This area, comprising 
Wharfedale, Malhamdale and Airedale, embraced the vast majority 
of the priory’s possessions, apart from the enclave of property in the 
Harewood area, Ryther (on the lower Wharfe), in the city of York, 
Wentworth (in south Yorkshire) and Holmpton in Holderness — the 
only priory estate outside the West Riding. 


Development of Rental Income 


The newer religious foundations of the 12th century were too 
late, relatively, to enjoy the many wholesale and consolidated grants 
of entire manors which formed the basis of the estates of the older 
Benedictine houses in the south of England. The estates of the newer 
Orders grew for the most part by the accumulation and consolidation 
of small grants and piecemeal acquisitions. The larger holdings were 
developed as granges but, since all land could not be consolidated in 
this way, much of a monastic estate, as in Bolton’s case, frequently 
consisted of an array of scattered holdings held at rent by tenants, 
where no attempt at cultivation was made by the monastery. From 
the beginning, therefore, the canons of Bolton and other religious 
houses had possessions in many places where they held a purely 
feudal or rentier interest. 


In 1324-25, Bolton drew rents in all from 45 vills and hamlets 
and 14 mill-leases, with pensions from 2 churches.? In the ac- 
counts the estates are divided into rough topographical sections, 
probably representing administrative divisions for purposes of rent 
collection, which at that time was a centrally controlled operation. 


The largest proportion of the rent income came from the area 
listed as ‘Craven’. For purposes of listing rents in the accounts and 
probably, as we have suggested, for their collection, ‘Craven’ was 
smaller than the geographical area of that name, extending from the 
priory to include Marton and Gargrave in the west, and Arncliffe, 
Threshfield and Appletreewick in the north. The Wharfe formed the 
rental boundary of this district for, as far as rents were concerned, 
Storiths, exactly opposite the house on the other side of the Wharfe, 
was excluded from the Craven area. The rent income from this 
section in 1324-25 was almost 45 % of the entire rental income, total- 
ling over £70. The other rental areas were Malhamdale, Airedale, 
Harewood parish, and finally a miscellaneous group under the title

The period of the Compotus, 1286 to 1325, was one of expansion 
in the rent income of Bolton priory. During the first years, this in- 
come — from lands, mills and church pensions — averaged about £100 
a year but, by the gradual and slow process of growth which may be 
seen in the accounts, the rents reached a figure of over £160 by 1317-18 
and stayed around that mark until the end of the Compotus. In the 
final account of 1324-25, the rent totalled £158 10s. 04d. of which 
£112 14s. 04d. came from lands, £44 2s. 8d. from mills, and £1 13s. 4d. 
from church pensions, altogether forming almost 30% of the total 
net cash income for that year. On average in the accounts the rental 
as a proportion of the total income was somewhat higher than this, 
usually about 33%. This, however, is the ‘expected’ rental income, 
entered each year in the accounts whether or not the rents were actually 
collected. A section entitled Decasus listed the lapsed rents, those 
which for some reason had failed to be collected, and by subtracting 
these from the ‘expected’ rents we arrive at a figure of ‘net’ rental 
income. Over the whole series of accounts ‘net’ rent averaged about 
314% of the total income, but was subject to changing circumstances; 
thus, in the last years of the accounts, when the estates were 
affected by the Scottish raids, ‘net’ rent, as a proportion of total 
income, fell to around 24-26%. Tenants dispersed at the Scottish 
raids and the Decasus, hitherto a trivial item, clearly displays the 
effect of the Scots on the rent income. The lapsed rents build up with 
successive raids from £14 1s. 74d. in 1317-18 to £52 13s. 7d. in 1322- 
23, just under a third of the total ‘expected’ rent income. In the last 
two accounts, 1323-25, the lapsed rents dropped to £37 16s. 114d., 
marking a tentative recovery after several years of chaos. As the ‘net’ 
rent figures demonstrate, therefore, the full benefit of the expansion of 
rental income was not really felt within the period of the accounts. 


The expansion of the rental from around £100 to about £160 
during the years of the Compotus may be seen in two ways. First, 
it was the result of the considerable investments in land made by the 
priory at this time. At Appletreewick for example, there was a rent 
increase with property purchase from 19s. before 1300 to £21 1s. 44d. 
in 1324-25. Secondly, there was either an increase in the number of 
tenancies, or the canons put some pressure on their tenants to 
raise rents. The population growth throughout England was reaching 
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a peak about this time, and the demand for land was still great. The 
trifling figures for lapsed rents are evidence that there was no shortage 
of tenants on the Bolton estates. Examples of small rent increases 
may be seen at Eastby in 1301-02, where the rent of £5 5s. 84d. is 
accompanied by a note that the following year there will be an incre- 
ment of 1s.;1 or Cracoe, where small increments were demanded each 
year between 1311 and 1315, raising the rent total from £2 2s. Od. to 
£2 9s. Od. Despite this expansion of the rent roll, there is no overall 
rise in the proportionate part played by rents in the total income of the 
house because the priory revenues were simultaneously increased in 
the same period by other factors. The steady income from feudal rent 
is certainly a less spectacular picture than the more enigmatic returns 
from the wool trade, but it may be remembered that in the late 13th 
and early 14th century, the proportion of total net cash income pro- 
duced by the wool of the canons’ flocks was usually about 25% com- 
pared with around 33% coming from rents. With the leasing of the 
demesnes, a decline in direct exploitation, and a fall in total income, 
this rental proportion doubtless increased substantially before the 
Dissolution. 


The gradual rent increases throughout the period of the 
accounts may have continued until 1340; but comparison of the 1473 
Rental with the rents of the Compotus and the few available 1340 
figures shows that despite the gap of a century and a half, few rents 
had increased and many were the same, or had fallen slightly.? Evi- 
dently the Bolton estates suffered the same rental stagnation that was 
felt generally in the 15th century, following the drastic population 
decline in the previous century.? Entries in the 1473 Rental indicate a 
lack of pressure on the land, with tenements falling out of use.* 


Kildwick is a remarkable example of rental stability: there, 
the rents of the tenantry, £4 Os. 104d. in 1324-25, were only £4 Is. 11d. 
in 1473 and £5 2s. 6d. in 1538-39; the grange, which had been leased 
for £10 13s. 4d. between 1295 and 1299 was still leased for exactly 
that amount, plus 8d. which the lessees paid for an intake, in 1473, 
and was farmed for £10 13s. Od. in 1538-39. In some places there was 
a considerable rental increase between 1325 and 1473 but at Halton, 
for instance, this can be explained by piecemeal leasing of the demesne.

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This convenient explanation does not, however, help to account for the 
doubling of rents at Storiths between the two dates.! Possibly some 
rents at Hazlewood and Storiths were formerly allocated to the refec- 
torer but, by 1473, had been taken into the common fund; the refec- 
torer certainly had his own property in the early 14th century, but in 
the 1473 rental we find only remnants of this in the rents of Halton.” 
Secondly, the commutation of the labour services of some tenants is 
recorded in the Storiths rental; services of other tenants, perhaps 
commuted for some time, were possibly absorbed in the general rent 
coming from a tenement, thus swelling the total rent receipt. A third 
possible reason is that the land which in earlier times had formed one 
of the priory stock-farms at Summerscales, near Hazlewood, had been 
let out to tenants by 1473; for neither in that rental nor in the 1538-39 
one is Summerscales mentioned by name. 


Mills were particularly vulnerable to the social and economic 
changes of the late 14th and 15th centuries, and lost much of their 
value to landlords. Embsay mill, for example, fell in value from 
£6 Os. Od. in 1325 to only £2 Os. Od. in 1473; at Marton, where pre- 
viously there had been two mills, only one survived at the latter date 
and its worth had declined from £3 6s. 8d. to only £1 Os. Od.; and at 
Appletreewick, the mill which in 1317-18 was farmed at £3 13s. 4d. 
was valued at only £1 6s. 8d. in the late 15th century and in fact had 
been taken into the prior’s hand by that date. 


By the latter half of the 15th century the population trend was at 
last showing marked signs of recovery following the demographic 
upsets of the previous century. For the first time for over a hundred 
years some pressure was again felt on the land and rents recommenced 
an upward move. Indications appear in the 1473 rental that an up- 
ward trend in rents was beginning: Thomas Maymond held a messu- 
age and ‘le Kyrkcroft’ in Kildwick in 1473, paying 5s. a year, but a 
note tells us that after 1476 he will have to render 10s. ;? and a rent of 
8s. 4d. was forthcoming from the culture called Gildhousflatt in 
Otterburn, ‘and it could be demised for 15s.’ It was not, however, 
and the rent remained at 8s. 4d. until the Dissolution.* 


Comparison of the 1473 and 1538-39 rentals illustrates the 
rising movement of rent. At Storiths the rents grew from £10 12s. 9d. 
(including the sacrist’s rents) in 1473, to £13 5s. 4d. (discounting the 
lease of Stead grange) in 1538-39; Halton’s rents increased from 
£10 9s. 14d. to £14 3s. 48d. (again discounting the lease of Riddings 
grange from the 1539 Halton total); Embsay and Eastby together 
answered for £25 12s. 1d. at the later date compared with £22 19s. 1d. 
in 1473; and smaller gains may be seen on other estates. 


One or two mills surprisingly showed some recovery, slightly 
improving their value within this period. Appletreewick mill, worth

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£1 6s. 8d. but in the lord’s hand in 1473, was leased for £2 Os. Od. in 
1539; Silsden and Kildwick mills had jointly answered for £3 6s. 8d. in 
1473 and in the 16th century were together worth £3 13s. 4d. Embsay 
mill remained at £2 Os. Od., but Marton mill continued on the down- 
ward path, dropping from £1 Os. Od. to a mere 13s. 4d., only a fifth of 
its 1325 value. The upper mill at Bolton is also recorded in the 1538— 
39 rental, at £1 6s. 8d. a year, a fall of £3 10s. Od. from its 1324-25 
value. 


In a few places the rent totals tumbled even from their lowly 
1473 figures, but such instances can usually be explained. At Malham, 
for example, where the rent dropped from £5 17s. 4d. to £4 17s. Od., 
the capital messuage, Malham Hall, leased to a tenant-at-will in 1473 
for £2 11s. Od., was held by a free tenant in 1539 for the nominal rent 
of 1s.1 The Holderness lands were not listed in the 15th century rental, 
nor do we have figures for them in the Compotus when the demesne 
there was in hand, and the entries transcribed by Dodsworth from the 
1340 rental are sadly incomplete; but the 1540 rent of £6 13s. 4d. in no 
way approaches the value of the estate in the early 14th century, the 
reason being that a major part of the holding was alienated in the 15th 
century.2 And at Appletreewick, the fall in value from £30 13s. 43d. 
to £18 10s. 04d. is largely attributable to the discrepancy between the 
actual rental value of the nearby stock-farms in 1538-39 and the 
assessed valuation of 1473 which in effect merely repeated the 1340 
figures.® 


Individual comparison of holdings between the two rentals is 
practically impossible. The 10s. rent paid by Richard Wright at 
Storiths in 1538-39 for a tenement and closes containing 8 acres does, 
however, appear to represent a doubling of the 5s. rent paid by several 
tenants there in 1473 for similar holdings;* and in that year, Sisota 
Wright, perhaps an ancestress of Richard, paid only 6s. 8d. for a 
messuage with 10 acres.> At Embsay, however, rents were more 
stable; the Quarrier holding remained at 10s. rent, the Moseley 
holding at 11s., that of the Park family at 13s., and the Waynman rent 
at 21s. 8d. The standard payment of 10s. for a messuage and two 
bovates of land is found in the later as in the earlier rental at Embsay. 
Although individual comparison is not particularly helpful, some use- 
ful conclusions can be drawn from Table 3, based on a section of 
Bolton’s tenantry from Storiths,* Halton, Embsay with Eastby, and 
Airedale.

One immediate feature is the small proportion of family names 
which survive the 66 years between the two rentals, reflecting con- 
siderable movement of population within the locality. This is 
especially noticeable in Storiths and Halton; both places supplied 
servants and employees for the priory household and demesnes, and 
the attraction of employment at the house was probably responsible 
for much to-ing and fro-ing. It is notable that today Halton remains 
little more than a hamlet, while at Storiths only isolated farmsteads 
mark the spot where, in 1473, a population of over 150 persons tilled 
some 200 acres of land and laboured on the priory home farm and the 
grange at Stead. Storiths stands out, too, in the table for its great pro- 
portion of small-holdings. Only one tenant in 1473 paid over 10s. a 
year in rent, and the average was about 4s. 5d. This was the only 
Bolton estate with such a large number of small-holders, again re- 
flecting the position of Storiths as the prime settlement of full-time 
labourers on the priory estates and at the house. The position here and 
at Halton had changed considerably by 1539. With rental increases 
and the leasing of Stead and Riddings granges and Broadshaw stock 
farm, the average rent per holding leapt to 12s. 4d. at Storiths and 14s. 
at Halton. At Storiths this reflected, too, the consolidation of some 
holdings,” for the number of tenancies fell from 47 to 36. And now, 11 
tenants at Storiths and 13 at Halton paid over 10s. a year for their 
tenements. 


The tenurial structure at Embsay with Eastby and Airedale did 
not change as drastically. There was little movement here in the

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number of tenancies or their actual value, Airedale in particular 
remaining quite stable. Even here, however, many new families re- 
placed the old. Of the landholding families of 1539, fewer than 45 % 
at Embsay and 40% in Airedale had held land there in 1473.1 


Since the 1473 rental only partially covers the Bolton estate we 
cannot know the full value of the priory rental for that date. In 
1538-39 we are in a better position. The total rental income from the 
whole estate that year amounts to £396 16s. 93d.2 If we deduct from 
this figure the rents for the home farm and nearby granges of Rid- 
dings, Stead and How, which were almost certainly in hand until 
the eve of the suppression, and also the farm of tithes, most of which 
were on long leases dated from little before the Dissolution, when the 
house was anticipating its dooms-day, we arrive at a total of 
£174 8s. 8d. from rent and the pensions of Keighley and Kettlewell 
churches. Despite the leasing of several demesnes, this total rent is 
hardly different from that of the time of the Compotus; it was, in fact, 
in 1321-22 already £166 10s. 744.3 


The Demesnes 


The rentals and other documents combine to give us some idea 
of the structure of the demesne farms, or granges, worked by the 
canons of Bolton. In the early 14th century the priory had in hand up 
to 13 demesnes under arable cultivation, all but two located in Craven. 
Discounting the home farm of Bolton, five demesnes were within two 
miles of the house, and another five within a radius of 20 miles. 
(See Map 1.) The two exceptions were at considerable distances from 
the monastery — Ryther, on the lower Wharfe, a favourite haunt of the 
prior, being about 40 miles, and Holmpton in Holderness around 100 
miles from Bolton. 


The home farm itself was surveyed at the Dissolution and the 
description, with rental value, is included in the Ministers’ Accounts 
printed below;* it was the largest of all the demesnes, usually produc- 
ing twice as much and sometimes three times as much corn as its 
nearest rival. In a confirmation charter, granted to the canons soon 
after the translation to Bolton, Alice de Rumilly included the site of 
the priory church and the vill of Bolton.’ Later documents, however, 
provide not a single trace of reference to a vill or villagers of Bolton; 
there are no receipts from rents or farms of land either in the Compotus 
or in the 1473 Rental; nor are any inhabitants listed in the Poll Tax 
returns of 1379. If there were any inhabitants at Bolton when the

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canons moved there, they were almost certainly ‘re-deployed’ in 
nearby areas, especially perhaps Storiths — a practice normally 
attributed to Cistercians. There can be no doubt that the canons 
cultivated their home farm in severalty from the days of settlement 
there, farming the large closes and fields whose names we see in the 
1538-39 rental. Some of these fields were subdivided by the date of 
the estate map of 1732, but many of the names survive in that docu- 
ment and the home farm is pictured there much as the canons of 
Bolton constructed it and left it. 

On the figures given in the 1538-39 Ministers’ Accounts, the 
demesne at Bolton comprised the following: 301 acres of arable, 
330 acres of meadow, 264 acres of pasture, 130 acres of wood, and a 
further 192 acres unspecified — a total of 1,217 acres. In addition to 
this, apart from the mill, valued at £1 6s. 8d., and the Barkehouse, 
leased at 14s. 8d., tenements worth a further £5 Os. 8d. are entered 
without their acreages. Working from the rental per acre of the other 
land, there can be little short of 100 acres here, and the total demesne 
acreage of the home farm was perhaps, therefore, somewhat over 
1,300 acres. 


The use of land makes an interesting comparison with the period 
of the Compotus. No acreage figures survive for that date, but calcu- 
lations from the amounts of seed sown and the number of ploughs in 
use suggest that the sown acreage, the land under corn each year, was 
then about 800 acres. This includes the grange of Angrum, situated 
part way between Bolton and Halton, and entered in the 1539 list asa 
mere field-name of Bolton; in the earlier period it was a separate 
entity, though at times it was combined with the home farm for pur- 
poses of cultivation. Two ploughs worked Angrum, where we can 
estimate about 160 sown acres, leaving about 640 for Bolton proper, 
with its normal quota of 8 ploughs. This takes no account of land left 
fallow each year, but this was probably quite small; if 800 out of 1,300 
acres were under crop each year, considering the land which was 
meadow, pasture or wood, there was little room for extensive fallow, 
and the arable must have been fairly intensively cultivated.?

Field-names such as 
‘Ingbrek’, ‘Culterbrek’, ‘le Broke’ etc. suggest this, and ‘Shepe Close’, described as 
arable, was possibly under temporary cultivation. 
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In the period of the accounts, too, less than 100 acres of the 
home farm was meadow, and the contrast with the 16th century is 
again apparent. If the 1539 figures are correct, the great decline in 
arable land and three-fold rise in meadow indicates changes in the 
economy of the house, with the canons showing less concern for 
arable cultivation even on their home farm, and perhaps paying more 
attention to stock farming. Or could much of the 330 acres ‘meadow’ 
be in fact weed-ridden arable which had gone out of use only shortly 
before the Dissolution? 


Apart from Angrum, there were three other granges or demesnes 
which formed satellites to the home farm, but were separate concerns. 
Despite their position in the 1539 rental, falling respectively under 
Halton and Berwick, the granges of Riddings and How were both 
located, like Angrum, within the bounds of the manor of Bolton as it 
was granted to the canons by Alice de Rumilly in 1155.1 (See Map 2.) 
The other grange in this group, Stead, was the subject of a separate 
grant to the priory, lying as it did a little over a mile upstream on the 
opposite bank of the Wharfe, and so just outside the boundaries of 
Bolton.? It has not proved easy to locate these satellite or subsidiary 
granges, though their positions are now established. The difficulty 
arises directly from their nature in the medieval period as farms in 
the modern sense of the word, entire agricultural units, not forming part 
of any village fields and directly connected with no community but 
the monastic one at Bolton.? Each of these farms was cultivated in 
severalty like the home farm. At Stead, two large fields may 
have been used, though not necessarily in rotation, for the names 
‘East Field’ and ‘West Field’ survived until 1732. The similarity in 
structure of Riddings, Stead and How may be gathered from the close 
rental valuations of all three in 1539; from the seed figures of the 
Compotus, Stead appears to have some 100 to 120 acres sown, with 
Riddings and How somewhat smaller, at 80 to 100 acres. Vaccaries, 
or dairy farms, were attached to all three, and the nature of the rents 
and term-days for payment show that this connection lasted until the 
Dissolution.* 


Rents for neither the home farm nor its satellites appeared in the 
1473 rental, and it seems certain that cultivation of all of them con- 
tinued practically until the suppression when, anticipating their fate, 
the canons leased the satellites for a lengthy term of years. 


The canons had six other demesne farms, situated in manoria- 
lised vills in Craven: Halton, Kildwick, Cononley, Ingthorpe, Malham 
and Appletreewick. These more readily resemble normal manorial

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demesnes, though even here there are some unusual features. At 
Ingthorpe, Kildwick, and perhaps to a degree at Halton, the demesne 
was consolidated and removed to some extent from the centre of the 
village proper. Ingthorpe,! in fact, though close to and connected 
with the twin villages of Martons East and West, was closely distin- 
guished in Bolton documents from the land which the priory held in 
Marton itself; it was a consolidated farm about a mile away from the 
villages. At Kildwick, too, the place-name ‘Kildwick Grange’ sur- 
vives today, about half a mile from the village proper, undoubtedly 
marking the site of the main buildings of the demesne farm. The 
demesne probably extended round the outside of the small area of 
tenanted land clustered in the immediate area of the vill. In the other 
villages, Malham, Cononley and Appletreewick, Bolton’s farm seems 
to have lain in one or more open fields? along with the tenanted land, 
though even here some limited measure of consolidation was attemp- 
ted and achieved. 


In the early 14th century, the size of the sown arable at Halton — 
the next largest grange to Bolton — was in the region of 250-300 acres, 
and at Kildwick about 200-250 acres, but the other demesnes were 
small: Ingthorpe had usually about 80 sown acres, Malham 60 to 80, 
Cononley about 150 acres in early accounts, later reduced to about 70, 
while Appletreewick had a minute amount of 25 to 40 acres under 
corn, and that only intermittently. The holding at Ryther was 
alienated before the date of the 1473 rental, and we are unable to 
estimate the acreage of the last demesne, at Holmpton.? 


All these demesnes were leased by 1473. This complies with the 
pattern of other monastic estates, and we may presume that direct 
exploitation of them ceased in the late 14th or first part of the 15th 
century. At Halton, Cononley and Appletreewick, much of the leasing 
was piecemeal, but the consolidated holdings at Kildwick and 
Ingthorpe were split only between two or three tenants, and Malham 
was held by a single tenant. 


One other demesne deserves notice: at Embsay, the demesne 
must have served as the home farm of the priory before the move to 
Bolton; it was leased throughout the period of the accounts, but in 
1340 was in hand;‘ in 1416-17, the manor-house there seems to have

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been given over to the retired prior of Bolton, and by 1473 was held 
by a lessee, John Alcok.! The lands he held must have been the resi- 
due only of a once extensive demesne, the rest having been long-since 
demised piecemeal among the tenantry. 


Total Income 


The net total income, in cash, of Bolton priory in the early 14th 
century was in the region of £460 a year. On top of this we have to 
estimate the value of the sizeable income in kind of the house. This is 
always a precarious business, but a rough assessment would be £500 a 
year, bringing the overall total to little short of £1,000 a year. Can we 
adequately compare this with the income of the priory at the Dissolu- 
tion, from the evidence of the Ministers’ Accounts? 


The short answer is that we cannot. Although the Ministers’ 
Accounts of 1538-39 completely cover the whole estate, the total in- 
come of £396 16s. 93d. represents only the rental income from the 
estate as it was put entirely at farm. Some of the demesnes and chur- 
ches, as we have seen, were demised at a very late date and their value 
while in hand might well have considerably exceeded their value at 
farm, for the very nature of leases presumes the potential of the estate 
is greater than the amount paid in rent. Without internal accounts 
from the 16th century, we are in no position to calculate the real in- 
come of the house, particularly that in kind coming from direct 
exploitation of demesnes and church tithes. Another important source 
of income not recorded in the Ministers’ Accounts was the profit from 
stock farming, and particularly from the sale of wool. The bercaries 
on Appletreewick moor were still in the prior’s hand in 1473? and 
some participation in the wool trade may have continued until the 
end; the 304 sheep found at Bolton by the king’s ministers were per- 
haps but the remnant of a much larger flock.? A third source of in- 
come not reckoned in the Ministers’ Accounts was the profit from 
lead mining; since over half of the debts owed to the house at the 
Dissolution were connected with the sale or mining of lead, the 
annual profits might have been considerable. 


These criticisms could be levelled with even more force at the 
bare statement in the Valor Ecclesiasticus of 1535° that the priory was 
assessed at £212 3s. 4d. net, a statement which is meaningless as an 
estimation of the actual income of the house at that date. 


Nevertheless, despite our inability to formulate a close assess- 
ment of Bolton’s income at the time of the Dissolution, it is certain 
that there was a fall from the level of income in the early 14th

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century. Even with the leasing of some demesnes the rental was little 
above that of the earlier period and, with the end of direct exploitation 
on these estates, the total income in kind of the house must have fallen 
drastically. And though we do not know the extent of the canons’ 
stock farming activities at this time it is unlikely that they reached the 
heights of the early 14th century. 


This decline in income did not necessarily result in an equivalent 
decline in prosperity. The rentier existence was a reasonably secure, 
even if fairly stagnant one, and had few of the risks and pitfalls of direct 
exploitation; less too needed to be spent on estate maintenance and 
labour, which in the early 14th century could together account for up 
to a third of Bolton’s net cash expenditure. There seems no apparent 
reason to doubt that the priory’s financial status was sound and stable 
in the last days of its life.?

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EDITING NOTES 


The MS. reading of place-names and surnames is retained, but 
Christian names have been modernized except where the MS. has a 
peculiar form; thus Robertus becomes Robert but Cristoforus has 
been left as Cristofor, which has also been used when the MS. has 
Xpofor. Names beginning in the MS. with ‘ff’ (e.g. ffarnhill) have 
been transcribed with a capital ‘F’ (Farnhill), since the ‘ff’ was merely 
the medieval way of writing ‘F’; however, when ‘ff’ occurs medially, 
it has been retained. The Roman numerals of the MS. have been 
translated into arabic ones, as have written numbers (i.e. two be- 
comes 2). 


The punctuation throughout is mine. Apostrophe endings 
follow only names where it seems likely that the scribe omitted final 
letters; doubtfully extended names are given in square brackets [ ] as 
are any of my insertions or additional notes in the text; where trans- 
lation is difficult, however, the Latin word or phrase is given in round 
brackets ( ). Erasures are not noted unless important. 


A certain number of abbreviations have been adopted: 
mes. = messuage; ten. = tenement; car. = carucate; bov. = bovate; 
ac. = acre; appurt. = appurtenances; cont. by est. = containing by 
estimation. 


Similarly, certain recurring phrases have been eliminated as unneces- 
sarily repetitious and wasteful of space. In the 1473 rental the words 
‘r[eddendo] per annum’ are entered on almost every line but their 
translation has been omitted in this edition; on the few occasions when 
some other formula is used the variant has been included here. In 
the 1538-39 Ministers’ Accounts an even longer phrase has had to be 
omitted; the usual mode of an entry is: ‘(And of) x s. y d. for the farm 
of 1 ten. there with appurt. (to be paid yearly in equal portions at the 
terms of St. Martin in Winter and Pentecost, thus) in the tenure of N.’ 
Often, ‘at the said terms’ replaces ‘St. Martin and Pentecost’ and 
on these occasions, suspension marks (. . .) replace the parts of the 
above within the brackets. Likewise, variants are given in full. 


Despite these small rules it is feared many inconsistencies 
remain for which I can only add ‘mea culpa’ and beg the reader’s 
indulgence.
